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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's additional affidavit is only partially 
convincing. Applicant has shown unexpected results for a composition comprising 2-methyl-1 ,3-propanediol and a less than equimolar 
amount of 3-methyl-1,5-pentanediol, however, Applicant's data does not support unexpected results over the entire claimed 10-1000 
molar parts of the 3-methyl component. Further, Applicant's data is only convincing for compositions in which the plasiticizer is added to a 
polyvinyl chloride resin. 

In order to put the claims in condition for allowance the Examiner suggests: 

(i) put Claim 4 into claim 1, and change "chlorine-containing resin" to polyvinyl chlorine resin 

(ii) either (a) change the 3-methyl range to "10 to 100 molar parts" or (b) give additional data for the use of 1000 molar parts 3-methyl-1,5- 
pentanediol 
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
